Mr,  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  .much  pleasure  in  submitting  my  second  annual  repoarb^  • 

In  accordance  with  Circulars  10/44  and  E773  the  report  is  to 
be  brief  and  confined  to  essential  and  urgent  matters  which  have, 
affected  the  public  health  during  the  year.  Statistics  are  to  be 
preserved  with  a  view  to  the  submission  of  a  comprehensive  report 
at  the  end  'of'  ths  war. 

The  general  health  in  the  district  has  been  good.  About 
August  we  unfortunately  had  an  outbreak  of  diphtheria •  chiefly  at 
Newburn.  The  type  in  some  cases  was  rather  sevei*e  .  It  was 
noted  that  where  we  had  overcrowding  and  filth,  oases  were  likely* 

'to  occur.  With  a  lot  of  mothers  doing  war  work  I  am  sorry  to 
say- children  were  nor  looked  after  as  they  ought  to  have  been. 

- Tt  is  not  an  uncorarxcnr  thing  to  find  children  roaming  the  streets 

late  at  night  when  they  ought  to  have  been  either  in  bed  or 

oejrtainly*  in  the  house.  I  have  been  very  disturbed  about  this  matter.  • 


IMI.OTJISATION  : 


Great  results  have  l>3en  obtained  In  children  1-5  years. 

It  is  absolutely  necessary  to  carry  the  treatment  out  properly  - 

S  injections  of  T.A.F.  In  cases  of  children  1-5  years  who 

have  had  the  full  course  we  did  not  have  a  single  case  of  diphtheria. 


Some  of  the  sohibolchildren  who  had  been  immunised  contracted 
the  disease.  In  most  of  the  oases  they  had  been  immunised  once, 
it  is  no^v  necessary  to  have  2  injections  for  a  course  of  treatment.

to  ill  health.  Later  she  died  and  I  am  sure  most  people  will 
remember  the  great  work  she  diu  as  Health  Visitor  for  the  Council  for 
several  years.  After  Miss  Stead’s  retirement  Mrs.  Moore  was 
appointed  Matron  and  she  has  filled  the  post  with  great  tact 
reliability.  We  can  take  about  40  children  -  our  weekly  average 
being  approximately  30  children.

31st  December,  1943,  '  This  report  covers  the  work  of  my 
predecessor  Mr,  T.W,  Walton  who  resigned  in  February  this  year 
to  take  up  an  appointment  with  the  Long  Eaton  Urban  District 
Council, 


Housing  : 

As  in  1942,  work  In  connection  with  housing  defects  was 
limited  to  the  investigation  of  complaints.  Difficulty  in  getting 
repairs  done  was  aga’in  experienced  owing  to  shortage  of  labour 
and  materials. 


Water  : 

There  is  no  change  in  the  water  supply  of  the  district,

Drainage  and  Sewerage  : 

No  change  has  been  made  in  the  drainage  and  sewerage  systems 
during  the  srear. 

Closet  Accommodation  ; 

The  closet  aooommodation  remains  substantially  the  same  as 
af  the  end  of  1939 .
